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Unless otherwise specified, the Transporta- 
tion of Dangerous Goods Regulations apply 
to all transport modes. However, some 
sections of the regulations set out provisions 
which apply specifically and solely to one 
transport mode. The accompanying informa- 
tion piece on “Shippers and Manufacturers — 
Responsibilities” outlines the requirements 
for shipping dangerous goods regardless of 
the mode of transport. This leaflet outlines 
the additional requirements specific to con- 
signments of dangerous goods by road within 
Canada. 


Exemptions 


The handling, offering for transport or trans- 
porting of certain dangerous goods by road 
may be exempt from the regulations in some 
circumstances. (These exemptions may not 
apply if the road vehicle is on a ferry or 
piggyback.) For example, the regulations, 
under specific conditions, do not apply to: 


CL) dangerous goods (other than explosives, 
infectious substances, or radioactive 
materials) that are for demonstration, equip- 
ment repair, analysis or test purposes; 


CL consignments within Canada or from 
Canada to the United States of dangerous 
goods in Division 1 of Class 6 (Poisonous 
substances) that have no subsidiary classifi- 
cation and are included in Packing Group Ill; 
and 


QO) dangerous goods contained in (and not 
intended to be discharged from) an instru- 
ment that is not dangerous goods and that is 
designed to perform a function other than to 
contain dangerous goods, providing the 
goods are within allowable quantities. 


There are also circumstances under which 
specific parts of the regulations do not apply: 
for example; Parts IV to VI do not apply to 
consignments of dangerous goods by or for 
a manufacturer/user of the goods between 
two properties owned or leased by the 
manufacturer/user, providing the distance is 
not more than one km on a public road, the 
local authority is informed of their movement 
and the person in charge of the vehicle 
displays on it a danger placard. 


Under certain conditions, the following are 
other partial exemptions from the Transporta- 
tion of Dangerous Goods Regulations. 


LC] Dangerous goods in a service truck in 
quantities normally required for an emergency 
or for repairs or in a vehicle employed in the 
painting, marking, constructing or repairing 
of the road surface MAY BE exempt from 
Parts Ill to IX. 


CL) Consignments of 2,000 kg net or less of 
new explosives for test purposes MAY BE 
exempt from Parts Ill and VI to XiIll. 


LI Consignments of 250 kg or less of new 
explosives that are to be tested MAY BE 
exempt from Parts Ill to Xill. 


UO) Certain consignments of fire extinguishers 
MAY BE exempt from certain Parts. 


QO) Gasoline, propane, acetylene, herbicides, 
pesticides and some mixtures of these sub- 
stances MAY BE exempt from Part IV and 
some sections of Parts V and IX. 


OX Gasoline, propane, ammonium nitrate 
fertilizers or anhydrous ammonia MAY BE 
exempt from most sections of Part IV. 


C1 In the case of dangerous goods that are to 
be or have been transported by aircraft, in 
compliance with the requirements for classi- 
fication and documentation, and the label and 
packing specifications of the ICAO Technical 
Instructions, the consignment may be trans- 
ported by road if the road vehicle is 
placarded in accordance with Part V, of 

the Transportation of Dangerous Goods 
Regulations. The consignment must also be 
in compliance with the following areas of the 
Transportation of Dangerous Goods 
Regulations. 


¢ The shipping document used shall be the 
“Shipper’s Declaration for Dangerous Goods” 
set out in Section 8 of the IATA Dangerous 
Goods Regulations. (Subsection 4.4(2)) 
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¢ lf the dangerous goods being offered for 
shipment require an emergency response 
assistance plan, a summary of the plan must 
be filed (Sections 7.15 to 7.19) and the 
documentation must indicate the proper 
information (Paragraph 4.8(1)(h)). 


¢ Section 5.25 (dealing with dimensions of 
placards) and Section 5.27 (retro-reflectivity 
of orange panels and placards) shall still 


apply. 
e Parts IX to XIill, which cover Training and 


Reporting, Protective Direction, Permits, 
Appointment of Agents and Inspectors, still 
apply. 

This exemption, however, does not apply to 
dangerous goods that are compressed gases, 
other than compressed gases in cylinders 
that comply with section 73.34 and Subpart F 
of the Regulations for the Transportation of 
Dangerous Commodities by Rail, or to radio- 
active materials. 


O In the case of international or transborder 
consignments, partial exemptions are allowed 
if certain conditions are met. (A kit is available 
for importers and exporters which outlines 
these exemptions.) 


Most exemptions and the conditions under 
which they apply can be found in Part Il — 
Application. Other exemptions may also be 
found in the various Parts of the regulations. 


Documentation 


For dangerous goods in a tank truck, in a 
tank trailer or in gas cylinders that are to be 
delivered to more than one consignee, the 
shipping document need only contain the 
shipping name of the goods, the product 
identification number, the primary and subsi- 
diary (if any) classification and the total 
quantity of the dangerous goods in the 
shipment. 


Where volumes of crude oil or condensates 
are being collected from production wells or 
temporary storage facilities, the information 
contained in the shipping document may be: 
the words “Petroleum Crude Oil”, the product 
identification number 1267 and the mention 
“Class 3.1” for the classification. 


Under specified conditions, the information 
required on a shipping document may be 
different from that normally required when 
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explosives are being transported on land ina 
road vehicle. This also applies to dangerous 
goods in Class 4 (flammable solids; sub- 
stances liable to spontaneous combustion; 
substances that on contact with water emit 
flammable gases) and Class 5 (oxidizing 
substances; organic peroxides) when they 
are transported on a road vehicle and are 
intended to be used in the manufacture of 
bulk explosives at a blasting site. The specific 
information that may be substituted on the 
shipping document and the conditions under 
which this information may be used can be 
found in Part lV (Documentation) of the 
regulations. 


For dangerous goods included in Class 1 
(explosives), additional documents, licences, 
certificates or permits may be required such 
as a document that indicates the name of 
every person authorized to operate or 
accompany a road vehicle transporting 
explosives. Other documents may be required 
under the Explosives Act. Information on 
those documents and the requirements for 
them may be obtained from Energy, Mines 
and Resources Canada. 


One copy of the documentation is required 
to accompany dangerous goods transported 
by road and must be located within the 
driver's reach or in a pocket mounted on the 
driver's door. When the driver is not in the 
cab, one copy must be on the driver’s seat or 
in a pocket mounted on the driver's door. 
When the trailer is parked in a parking area 
and the tractor is not attached to the trailer, a 
copy must be in the custody or control of a 
person in charge of the parking area. 


Safety Marks 


Placards may not be required on a road 
vehicle travelling solely on land and which 
contains 500 kg or less of most dangerous 
goods. This does not, however, apply to most 
explosives, organic peroxides, poison gases, 
corrosive gases, radioactive materials, 
wastes, substances that on contact with 
water emit flammable gases, some specific 
dangerous substances, and dangerous goods 
that have an “E” in column Ill of List Il of 
Schedule Il. 
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The product identification number of the 
dangerous goods must also be displayed 
either on an orange panel adjacent to the 
placard or on the placard (as prescribed in 
Part V) when certain dangerous goods that 
have the same product identification number 
are transported in trailerload, truckload, 
containerload or in bulk. 


In the case of some petroleum gases, “lique- 
fied petroleum gas” PIN 1075, may be used 
as the shipping name and product identifica- 
tion number of the goods instead of the 
actual name and product identification 
number of the gases. (See Part V) 


When a tank used for the transportation of 
dangerous goods is leaking and unfit for 
service, the person in charge of the tank 
must mark in a conspicuous manner both 
sides of the tank with the words: “leaking 
tank — do not load until repaired” or “citerne 
non etanche — ne pas remplir jusqu’a 
réparation”. As well, the location of the leak 
(if known) must be marked with an “X”. A tag 
indicating a leaking tank must be affixed to 
any manhole, valves or connections through 
which the tank is loaded. These marks and 
tags cannot be removed until the tank is 
repaired. 


Owners or lessees of tanks intended for use 
in transporting dangerous goods are also 
required to mark the tank with their name 
and address or a self-identifying symbol, 
acronym or abbreviation (of which the 
Director General, Transport Dangerous 
Goods Directorate, Transport Canada, has 
been notified) and the serial number (if any) 
assigned to the tank. 


Safety Requirements for Reporting 


When a road vehicle transporting specified 
explosives is involved in any incident (other 
than a mechanical breakdown) that causes a 
delay in the delivery of the goods or damage 
to the vehicle or explosives, the person in 
charge of the vehicle must immediately notify, 
or cause to be notified, the local police and 
the owner of the vehicle. 


Special Provisions 


Depending on the dangerous goods involved, 
consignors may be required to comply with 
one or more of the special provisions outlined 
in Schedule Ill of the regulations. These 
special provisions may refer to classifying, 
documenting, marking, packaging, etc., or 
they can relate to a mode or modes of trans- 
port. Special provision numbers applicable 

to specific dangerous goods are found in 
column IV of List | and II of Schedule Il. The 
text of the special provision pertaining to that 
number is found in Schedule Ill. Four special 
provision numbers apply specifically to items 
to be consigned by road. 


Special Provision 23(1): Explosives can be 
transported within Canada by road only, in 
bulk 


(a) in net explosive quantity of more than 
100 kg but not more than 1,000 kg per 
container if the containers 


(i) are made of non-metallic materials or of 
non-sparking metals that are compatible 
with the explosive; and 


(Il) are leakproof, securely closed and 
capable of withstanding normal conditions of 
transport by road; or 


(b) in a custom-built road tank that is not 
used for carriage by rail or ship if an 
Explosives Vehicle Certificate has been 
issued by the Director General with respect 
to that road tank. 


23(2): Bulk containers authorized for road 
transport of these explosives may continue 

in service after the coming into force of these 
regulations. The Director General, Transport 
Dangerous Goods Directorate, must be 
notified of proposed changes and modifica- 
tions before the containers are changed or 
modified. 


Special Provision 24: No person shall offer 
for transport or transport more than 5,000 kg 
of a substance with the special provision 
number 24 unless an Explosives Vehicle 
Certificate has been issued to the person 


(a) authorizing the transport of not more than 
20,000 kg of this substance; and 


(b) specifying isolated highways on which 
this substance will be transported. 


Special Provision 62: No person shall offer 
for transport isopropyl mercaptan or propyl 
mercaptan in or on a passenger road vehicle 
(or a passenger railway vehicle). 


Special Provision 75: No person shall offer 
for transport or transport on a bus, a product 
or substance with the special provision 
number 75.
